Iho unit, known oriGinolly as 603 Short KtJige Intorcopt Coy, was fonaod 
in Spring ^2 at PO^ iinJLT, near P^JIIS. . It was U/C 5 Intorcopt HQ. , It 
oonaistod of throo short range intorcopt pis, and ono lino intorcopt pi. (This 
lost was nover in action, and was subsoquontly dissolved). In Sep 2|.2 the Coy 
moved to two localities near CuiLuIS, ;j:id G'UUllSS. In Oct 42 port of 

tho unit 1 (Pl) was sent to NOY^iL PONTIVY in Brittany, and part (3 Pi) to a 
locality (NU) in tho vioiniiy of DIEPE3, Gey HQ wcx5 stationed at that tine o.t 
SQb’i'3j6viEUX near B..YUEX, 

, VThon tho Gcziians occupied the South of tho Coy iiovcd to NUCS 

CNov 42). *i.t heg 43 the Goy was sent to HJoNOLI noar N-PEiBS. One dotaohnent 
(tsupp) was sent from there to TUNIS, whore :j.t got captured. In ^».pr 43 iiw 
Coy moved once more to ELiNGE, at 'IiONTEELLiai, nAicro it only stayed a short time, 
and at ond Apr/beg May 43 it transferred to POGGIO d' QRO noar GJNA.JIO, in the 
jJ£^iN Hills. On 8 Sop 43 Coy changed location to tho woods noar FthiSCj^TI. In 
ITi'JiY it was under 7 Intercept HQ, and tho murdbor was changed from 603 to 963* 

While in tho neighbourhood of FEIASG/-TI tho Coy formod tho Interest 
PI "aiiiHIE'' ani attached it to the Himf^ GOEIilNG Div in tho S.JJ3IIN0 sector. 

ii.bout ond S(jjp/boQ Oct 43 tho Coy moved to tho P.JSdlC^i. DI i^UMn.. 

In Jan 44 tho Intercept EL "HLlIIiE” was formod and given the aJliLi.TIO 
Sector to Tiwxtch. Tho Intorcopt PI ”3X)EI0’' was formed when tho *tllios landed 
in tho ^iNZIC-NETTUNO area (ond Jon 44). (Noto: Other FW have stated that those 
ELs were tlao original throe of tho Corv, hut that only oover-nomes and ta^s 
Troro allotted afrodi in winter 43/44. ) 

In Hay or Jun 44 a fourth Pl was formed, colled "HUE". Personnel 
oano from sundry Div Intercept Dots (DIVISIONS N^JCtElIDIEEDN -JJPIOLuJLiJUNGS TdliPPS) 
and somo from KNA 7« 

At bog Jun 1(4 the Coy HQ moved to BIBBm^ in the ELQBENDD oxoa, a 
month later tho location wets changed once more to SiiJIDHIGO near VIOBNZL,. In 
Aug 44 the Coy HQ vas split up and porsormol divided among the ELs. Only B 
echelon remained as such in oxistcftce. In Sep 44» this B echelon moved to 
SOLESRiL near GLoLFl and snortly after that there took place a finrthor i^litting up 
of tho B ccholon. The heavy parts of the B echelon were sent to ItiNTIL.. Thus 
two echelons wore foriud, Dchclon I (ST^JT'EL l) and Echelon II (SEJEEEL II) vhich 
were eventually reunited 'at jAiJtTUA in Oct 44. At ond Oot/beg Nov t|4 Echolon 
I moved to GIL'J3IZ&i'>. near GOPiJlO, Echelon II liioving to B^iSTEt. (PLJSllik), Both 
stayed there until the beginning of the general retreat on 26 Apr 45^ ^hen 
conns broke dovm coiiplctoly. Since then no nows v/os rococLvod from cither 
Echelon, (Note according to inform tion obtained fror. other P7/, tho 
Evaluation Offieo of the Coy HQ v/as the only part of the unit >hich was broken 
up, tho rest of tho HQ renaming as before.)

Results woro transmitted in code to tho IntorncdiPto Collation Staff, 
oithcr ixLicdiotely (in tho o«aso of bombing target requests otef. ) or daily in 
oonsolidatod form, together \ath messages whose contents could not bo dociphorod. 
Each platoon had oonsidcrcblo intoUigonoo material at its disposition, oodos, 
call sign lists, etc. pnd kept corplcto card indoxos of officers’ names, cnony 
units, frequencies, call signs, special poouliaritios of nets monitored. 

In addition -tho Corps Tactical Intolligoncc xLoports were available, giving 
PV/ statempnts, sitrops and casualty lists, it Tva-s frequently possiblo "to 
confirm accuracy of those roports. In most oasos Tacasagos intorooptod oould be 
ovoluatod within the platoon. The platoons cdso acted as evaluation oontro for 
mossagos whidi could not bo decoded at Div Intcxrocpt Secs* 

Until bog I tar 43 each Intercept Platoon hod a small subscc of one or 
two non who allottod froqucncios to Div Intercept Dots (HNi*T), In lior %3 
hoTiTOvor tho number of .Jliod active nots was so great that stefinng from abovo 
bocams unnecessary.
